Dear:  PROPERTY OWNER 

 

The Board of Assessors wishes to give consideration to all applications for abatement of real estate taxes that 

are filed.  However, a section of the General Laws of Massachusetts will prevent action by the Board on your 

application unless action is taken within three months from the date of filing of the application. A provision of 

this same law does allow the Assessors to act on an application for abatement at a time beyond the three-month 

period, providing they are given WRITTEN CONSENT by the taxpayer.  In order to prevent as much 

inconvenience to the taxpayer as possible, attached below is a copy of the consent agreement so that, if you 

wish, it may be signed and filed by you. 

 

Failure to consent to this extension would mean that no action could be taken by the Assessors after the three 

months from the filing date have passed. 

 

The intention of the Board of Assessors is still to vote as timely as possible, but this extension will serve to 

ensure the Board does not run out of time to make an informed decision on your application.
